Street car holdups are quite fashionable 


Just now. Sunday night as tho last car 
from Roswell was pushing up the hill 
beyond the cut two rough-looking men 
got on. Motorneer John Smlthlln'o and 
Conductor W. H. Parkinson were on the 
front, and thought that the men looked1 
suspicious, and locked the door from the 
outside. Tho fellows rode to near the 
Glockncr sanitarium, when tho car stop- 
ped to take on the trailer which had been 
dropped there. '.The -conductor got oft 
and went a short distance away from tho 
car. The two men just then ran abound' 
the car and started to .hold up the mo. 
torncer, but ie ran. They took after him 
and ho was caught near tho Mnltarium. 
Tho robbers secured J2.GO. In the mean- 
time the conductor who had the money 
ran away In the darkness. He ran over 
to Nevada and then made down the 
street and met the car near the collese 
reset^atlon. He had $03 on his person. 
$37 of which w«t> his own. This he fooled 
the robbers on. Both men were badly 
frightened. 'i'n« robbery occurred about 
11:30. 
"Last, night shortly after 10 o'clock Mo- 
torneer.Charles Muii>hy of car No, Z w«« 
retuuiln» from Roswell and. when at the 
same point where the men got on the 
night before his car w«» stopped. Two 
men proceeded to hold-him up. They In- 
quired If he was the xsme conductor who 
w»« on the night before, and even took 
him Into the front and examined him by 
tho headlight. The motorncer only had 
40 cents on him'. 
The conductor leaves the car In tho 


north part of the city on the last trip, and 
of course took away the money. Murphy 
came back to the car bam and seemed 
very much frightened on account of his 
pvpertence. On the next car that went up

Bher.n Bell headed a party to look for 
the men. They lay down on the floor of 
the car and waited for it to be attacked, 
but no one. appeared.

Ine Orrgon s'>or' Line «111 l>« Sold to 


Pay the MortH«(e. 


Portland. Orcg.. July 15.—The American 


T-oan and Trust company of New York 
has won Its case against the Oregon 
Short Lino and Utah Northo.u Railway 
company. Judge Balllnger In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day rendered an 
opinion upon which decree ordering the 
foreclosure of the consolidated mortgage 
ami the sale of that portion ot the road 
In Oregon, Idaho and Montana will be 
entered. The decree is sufficient to sell 
the road in the territory mentioned. The 
court's decision, which was given ver- 
bally, was very brief. The judge said 
that the Short Line company admitted 
having borrowed an<J*used the money and 
that the mortgage was valid. All the ob- 
jections to the foreclosure that had been 
made were purely technical and verbal 
as to the form of the court's orders, and 
there wea no reason why plaintiff should 
not be entitled to a decree. Counsel In 
the e««c will prepare a written decree 
and submit the same to the court for ap- 
proval. - The decision Is a victory for the 
scheme of dlslnteiatlon of the Union Pa- 
cific system, but some time may elapse 
before the foreclosure an*! sale is ef- 
fected. 
Although attorney* refuse to discuss 
the matter. It Is Intimated that the case 
will be can led to the court of appeal and 
finally to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. •
